vangudi. Bangalore, having their registered office at 886/4, Lakshmipuram, 
Mysore, by a deed purported to be executed on 30-9-1987 of 5 acres and 
24 gunias (approximately 22.622 square metres) of land, situated in 
Survey No. 6/1 and 6/2 of Dasarhalli Village, Bangalore, in favour of 
Messrs Revajeetu Builders and Developers, 594, V Main, 11th Cross, 
Sadashiva Nagar, Bangalore, is no longer necessary. 

2. Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by section 7 
of the Commission of Inquiry Act, 1952 (60 of 1952), the Central Govern¬ 
ment hereby declares that the said Commission shall cease to exist and 
Shri Justice Kuldip Singh shall cease to hold the office of the Member of the 
said Commission on 26-6-90. 
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
